The Butler faction engaged 
Mechanics Hall, the largest in the 
city for this evening, but contrary to 
ceneral expectation no meeting was 
held and the hall has not been opened. 
‘The Convention will organize by the 
choice of ex—Gevernor Bullock as 
(Chairman; John D. B. Cogswell, 
(‘hairman of the Committee on Cre- 
dentials and ex-Goy. Claflin, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. The names of Geo. F. Hoar 
and Charles Hall will be on the com- 
mittee.

HAVANA, Sept.'9.—The fire Sat- 
day night by which Plaza Vaper was 
destroyed wasa very disastrous one. 
The total loss is estimated at from 
three to cight millions of dollars. 
The insurance only amounts to 24,- 
dollars nearly all in English 
Companies. Notices have been 
promptly given that all insurance 
will be paid on the in- 
stunt. Owing to the rapidity with 
which the flames spread very little 
property was saved. In less than 
three hours from the time the fire 
broke out the entire square was a 
niass of ruins. Upwards of twenty- 
live hundred people who occupied 
the buildings are homeless and near- 
ly all losteverything. Great distress 
prevails among them, and numerous 
subscriptions have been started for 
their relief. A large amount has al- 
ready been raised.

New YOorK, Sept. 10.—Detectives 
have arrested Mrs. Benton, an (impor- 
tant witnessin the Stokes case, who 
they have been looking for since the 
killing of Fisk. Itis said that Mrs, 
Benton saw Stokes throw away his 
pistol after shooting. It is believed 
that her evidence will be fatal to 
Stokes. The Senate Comuniitice on 
transportation met to-day at Fifth 
Avenue Hotel.

| SOMETHING ABOUT THE TRANS- 
ATLANTIC BALLOON VoyAGr.—Our 
readers have no doubt learned that a 
balloon voyage across the Atlantic 
has been in contemplation for some 
time, and that it has at length been 
announced to be in readiness to start 
some day this week, or next, the 
weather permitting. This voyage 
has been contemplated for the last 30 
years by Prof. Wise, who has con- 
tended that at a given altitude there 
Wasa continuous westerly current 
going east, which would waft a float- 
ing body acrossthe Atlantic. In pur- 
suit of the truth of this theory, some 
years ago, Messrs. Wise, La Moun- 
tain and others made an ascension 
at St. Louis and landed in Western 
New York, making a thousand miles 
ina few hours time. And besides 
this, numerous scientists have recent- 
ly given the scheme their’ approval, 
though still fearful of the ultimate 
results. 

The present enterprise was entered 
into by Messrs. Wise and Donaldson 
just previous to the great Boston fire 
when the Council of that city hac 
agreed to supply the necessary outfit 
for the expedition. Failing in this, 
the aeronauts accepted the offer of a 
newspaper at New York,and thus the 
Daily Graphie Expedition has been 
fitted out at great cost but with the 
most ample facilities. The balloon 
will lift fourteen thousand pounds, 
its own weight, the car, boats, ballast 
ete. It is 160 feet in height, and will 
contain 600,000 cubic feet of gas, sup- 


0,000 will be taken 
in at the surface of the rround, since 
the gas will = ag and fill out the 
remainder of the balloon when it is 
at iis destined altitude. 

The boats are two in humber—one 
a cedar life boat, with sails, &., an- 
other a paper boat—the former to be. 
used by Messrs. Wise and two others, 
if necessary to abandon the balloon ; 
the latter to remain with Donaldson, 
who will stay by the bailoon to the 
last, and endeavor to complete the 
voyage. Finescientifie instruments, 
provisions for thirty days, and night 
signals, with other tacilities, will ac- 
company the expedition, and every 
precaution has been taken, which ex- 
perience could suggest. 

The voyage has been adver- 
tised to commence this week 
from the Navy Yard Grounds at 
Brooklyn. It is little late | 
in the season, but the dauntless aero- 
nauts are determined to make the 
trial, it is believed, and ere these lines 
are read may be in the ethereal ele- 
ments bound whither the wind list- 
eth to blow them to successor defeat. 
In answerto a question, apropos to 
this point, Prof. Wise has said that 
he expected to land somewhere 
tween Cape North and the Straits of 
Gibraltar, and the GrapAic Company 
has authorized its agent, who coves 
with ihe quartetie to telegraph the 
news home immediately upon his 
arrival within terrestrial comiuuni- 
eation. 

Notwithstanding the favorable 
auspices under which this voyage is 
begun, We cannot suppress the fear 
of its disastrous termination. We 
may never hear of ; or ifmay 
he waited to bieak or inhospitable 
shores where death will come in 
arony; or ii may pass over the cter- 
nal ice-floes of Greeninnd and the 
Pole, to perish with intense cold; or 
be wrecked on the face of the hostile 
waters where night and the tempest 
closes around its heroie and despair- 
ing crew of intrepid souls. Never- 
theless they have our warm 
sympathies, and whether Wise 
or Donaldson succeed or fail, 
the muse of history will wriie 
beneath their names, the insigna of 
heroes, and this expedition mark an 


1owever, only 


-era in the history of the world, to be 


remembered in poem and in prose, 
like the story of [ecarus and his wings 
in ancient mythology. Success then 
to the brave men, who thus face the 
unknown with wuushaken courage 
and matchless fortitude. 

P. S.—Siace the above was in type, 
the telegraph has announced that an 
accident happened to the balloon 
yesterday during the process of in- 
flation, which rendered an ascension 
impossible. The ascension day, in 
consequence of theaccident, has beeu 
postponed, but for how long a time 
we are not informed.

SICKNESS AND DEATH FROM IMm- 
PURE WATER.—The village of Need- 
more is asttlement of negroes in the 
county of Botetourt, around the base 
of Tinker Mountain, sotae few of the 
familes having their houses across 
the line in Roanoke. In the whoie 
settlement there are some 200 or more 
people. About seven deaths have 
suddenly occured among these vil- 
lagers, indicating that poison had in 
soime way been inducted into the sys- 
tem. On visiting the locality the 
cause was at onceapparent. Instead 
of using fresh water springs, of which 
there are none except at a long dis- 
tance, the afflicted families have been 
using the water from holes dug in the 
banks at the base of the hill, where 
an impure milky or muddy water 
gathers. The recent rains have made 
these pools doubly impure by wash- 
ing into them filth from the hill sides, 
on which most of the cabins are built. 
—Roanoke ( Va.) Times. 


BURNED BY AN AERLITE.—The 
barn of Mr. Nathan Nye, in West | 
Sandwhich, Mass., was totally con- 
sumed by fire on the 8th instant, dur- 
ing a thunder storm. The lightning 
stroke was seen bya man about a 
half mile distant, who states that 
when within about twenty degrees 
the bolt appeared to change, but. look- 
ed as if fire was being poured from a 
bucket, and waved itself to the barn, 
entered, and immediately the whole 
barn wasin flames.

Tue Charlotte Observer has a leader 
on ‘‘ WooDHULLin Massachusetts’’— 
in which the Editor seems to be sur- 
prised that fifteen thousand people in 
and around Boston should assemble 
to hear “‘the horrible doctrines of this 
most wicked of wicked women.’’ 

Why should our cotemporary be 
surprised? Is not Massachusetts the 
jiand of isms—the birth place of 
OAKES AMES and the home of But- 
LER the Beast ?

The brave SHort- 
WELL will not kiss the rod of perse- 
cution nor “‘bend the supple hinges 
of the knee that thrift may follow 
fawning.” This isa lesson of hero- 
ism to some of theapostates who have 
bartered their consciences and prin- 
ciples for place and prrofit. 


THE Biblical Recorder is ‘‘author- 
ized by Dr. W. T. Brooks, President 
of the Board of Trustees of Wake 
Forest College, to say that ex-Gov. 
W. W. Holden is not a trustee of that 
institution. Without his knowledge 
or consent, he was duly elected a 
trustee, but declined to accept the 
appointment so soon as he was noti- 
fied of it.’’ 

Thus, this matter which has been 
so much discussed in the papers is at 
last settled. 


THE Christian Advocate has this to 
say concerning Col. 8.

daring of which, not only the South 
but mankind may well be proud,and 
which it is the duty of patriotism to 
perpetuate. The generation 
ean never forget the war and the stir- 
ring scenes, nor would tradition fai] 
to hand down to posterity the glorious 
deeds of Southern heroes, but facts 
and incidents which are now promi- 
nent would soon slip from men’s 
memories if not put upon the historic 

e. 

We would like to see Col. Poo.’s 
enterprise liberally sustained. He is 
not supported as he ought to be. His 
heart is in the cause and his cause 


appeals to the hearts of all true Con- 
federates. 


A Brave Man and Truo 
R. A. Suotwe is stilleonfinedin 
the Albany penitentiary. Tle refuses 
to aecept the pardon which has been 
offered him by President Grant, be- 
cause it is coupled with conditions 
which he regards 2s reflecting on his 
honor asa gentleman. He believes 
the conditions are degrading, and 
therefore he elects to suffer on in sol- 
itary confinement, in the darkness of 
the dungeon, rather than regain his 
liberty at the sacrifice of self-re- 
spect and of principle. He prefers 
physical torture and chains rather 
than to purchase his freedom with 
dishonor and ignominy. 

The circumstances under which 
Shotwell was convicted and sent to 
Albany, are familiar to our readers. 
A young man of education and tal- 
ent, of high social position, of popu- 
lar manners, of handsome person, of 
generous impulses, he has for over 
two years been confined in a felon’s 
cell, and subjected to the insults and 
indignities of a condemned culprit. 
He was charged with kukluxing, 
and was found guilty before Judge 
Bond’s Court. The testimony of 
several of the witnesses who testified 
against him was denounced by Shot- 
well, in his statement after his con- 
viction, as base perjury. That Shot- 
well was a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan is very probable, but he denies 
many of the acts attributed to him by 
the men who turned State’s evidence, 
and betrayed their Companions in 
guilt. 

Admitting that SHOTWELL was 
guilty, many others guiltier than he 
have escaped punishment entirely, 
while he has been made an example 
by the Government to terrify older 
evil-doers. If the poundof flesh has 
not been exacted, the dark walls of 
a dungeon have smote with gloom 
the flower of his young lifeand wilted 
the bloom upon his cheek. 

We never defended the Ku Klux, 
but have always condemned secret 
political association as dangerous to 
the peace of society and inimical to 
Republican institutions. We do not 
seek to mitigate the offences which 
SHOTWELL may have committed,any 
farther than those offences are mitiga- 
ted by the circumstances of Smor- 
WELL’s youth,ihe condition ofsociety 
at the time and tie general disorder 
and lawlessness which then reigned 
throughout the State. But whatever 
may be SHOTWELL’sS guilt, he has 
borne himself in his inearceration 
like a true and braveman, and ina 
way which must command the 
respect of his bitterest enemies. 

In his refusal to accept the pardon 
of the President, offered tohim a few 
days ago, because that pardon con- 
tained degrading conditions, he ex-

For a succedaneum to jolted joints 
and aching spine, give me a moun- 
tain rook, chat never robbed the 
pebbles in its pathway of a ray of 
mellow sunshine by running over 
them. My thouehts trun brook- 
wise and | ean never forvet the bright 
streams of mountain water, braiding 
their ripples as they runu—brooks 
iripping musically with a song as 
they flow. Everywhere in the glens, 
nt the springs, in the gorges and on 
the slopes of Mitchell, one stum- 
bles upon tourists and pleasurists,not 
2 few of Whom are dics. Grouped 
in squads, seated on mossy rocks, 
with a gigancie one thrown overhead, 
purling water at their feet, they look 
romantic, dipping their silver cups 
in the crystal current, sipping a 
draught invigorating to body and 
brain. 

“Not that Nepenthe which the wife of 
Thone, 

In Feypt cave to Jove-born Helena, 

Is of such power tostir up joy as this, 

10 so iriendly, or 80 to tliirst.”’ 

As the day-god was casting off the 
coverietot glory which he had drawn 
about him for his repose, I was tramp- 
ine, stumbling, Qunbling down the 
mountain side. The birds were on 
the alert for his cherry face, and 
with many a varied cadenza, they 
trilled forth hallelujas to the praise 
and glory of God. The mountain 
horn was vibrating, echoing and 
re-echoing, awakening soft traliras— 
the morning breeze was just rippling 
the leaves of the magnificent trees— 
it was a fitting time to bid adicu to 
the Patriarch of our mountains, so 
calmiy beautiful was his hoary head, 
so serenely calm was his majesty, as 
the golden sun strokes lit up his 
gloomy sides and bathed with un- 
earthly glory his towering summit. 
Though it was not early in the morn- 
ing when I reached the base, a haze so 
delicate, that itseemed born of moon- 
light, was still swaying over the land- 
scape in the valleys. 

Breakfasting on mountain butter, 
crisp Wheaten bread and tenderchick- 
en, a /a frieasse, while like a fat 
alderman a huge jug of creamy milk 
presided; were one sick, he might be 
toreed to say, 

“iy all the Gods the Romans bow before, 
I here diseard my sickness.” 

There are so many mountains here- 
abouts, and all of such unrivalled 
heauty, that to describe even the most 
prominent is impossible. am in- 
formed that each separate one has a 
name. It would be interesting to 
trace the origin of these names, some 
floating down upon {ndian traditions, 
others derived fromsome peculiar cir- 
cumstance or physical conformation. 
Names are queer things, but like all 


enigmas easily solved by study 
and research. The famed vale of 


Chamouni, nestling sosweetly at the 
hase of Mt. Blane in Switzerland, 
findsin North Carolina many a sis- 
ter equal in beauty and superior in 
natural attractions. How, sweetly 
melisChamouni on the lips, and yet 
the learned know that the soft and 
meciow word comes from the Latin 
of canpus munitus. In most of these 
valleys, completely land-locked and 
sheltered from the biting wind, the 
emeraid green of Spring is seen the 
year round. is 2 remarkable 
feature connected with the majority 
the mountains, andone that will 
ultimately aitract fruit growers and 
wine producers from the old) world. 
Hlowever strange, yet it is true, that 
While winter reigns supreme else- 
where, yet even in this Alpine region 
no irostisseen. Thusthen, with a 
surety of crop, the peach, the apple 
ac Vine ean be planted, and no 
doubt in a few years where now 
grow the hemlock and the spruce, 
fruit trees will be planted and grapes 
will ripen on the sunny mountain 
siopes. Water seems to be the one 
essential to constitute the beautifal 
in secnery. Without this element of 
moving power a charmis lost, the 
absence of which can not be compecn- 
sated either by artistic decoration or 
distinctive peculiarity. In ancient 
as well as in modern times the villas 
ofthe rich were built where noble 
rivers flow or mountain = streams 
dashed or where quiet lakes reposed. 
Any one that desires to see the water 
sprite in iis most fantastic dance, that 
Wishes to steep his soul in the sense 
ofthe beautifuland the sublime, must 
visit the Falls of the Linville, in the 
county of Burke. In order todo this 
Fall, the tourist must stop at Mor- 
gantoh on the western extension. 
‘The village itself is beautifulin all its 
surroundings, and in it the traveller 
will iind a refinement and hospitality 
unequalled in the world. There are 
always on hand obliging drivers with 
splendid teams to carry you to the 
point of destination. By the accessi- 
bleroute fron: Morganton to the Falls, 
the distance is not over thirty miles. 
You pass along the banks of Linville 
River before reaching the Falls, and 
enroute you will be delighted with 
the fertility of the soil, rankly over- 
grown with the wild ivy and laurel. 
The rush and roar of the falling water 
will be heard long ere you see the 
macie wonder of the Sunny South. 
The first leap of water that you see is 
not overtwenty feet. DBeforemaking 
the first plunge the Linville is com- 
paratively a quict mountain stream. 
A huge rock here first obstructs its

ecarecr, and over it with an angry 
bound the now fretted stream 
dashes its impetuous course. <Af- 
ter this seething and bubbling 
and frothing it is hurled along 


for near three hundred yards, mak- 
ing in that short distance three sepa- 
rate falls. Like Southey’s “Water 
Lodore,”’ it twists and turns, it rises 
and fails in every imaginabie shape. 
The tast desperate leap is quite one 
hundred feet. Dark frowning cliffs 
cluster on each side and seemed to be 
congregated to witness the incom- 
parable beauty of the cascade, Seated 
above the Falls, one sees the tortured 
streain winding and boiling, crested 
with foomand in hot haste to pass 
the white gleaming rocks. It is a 
spot to lift up one’s soul in adoration 
.o God tostand in wonder and in 
awe While contemplating the maijes- 
ty and glory of his works. I think 
the tailor, who when he first saw 
Niagara, exclaimed, “Gods, what a 
ylace to sponge a coat,’? would feel 
his ultilitarianism stifled within him, 
as his admiring glanee drauk in the 
matchiess beauty of Linville Fails. 
All along the gleaming, flashing cur- 
rent, tall and fantastic rocks are 
thickly clustered, irregularly shaped 
and rising in massive grandeur from 
three hundred toathousand feet. In 
somne places they approach so near 
from opposite banks, that one of sut- 
ficient nerve could easily jump across 
the whirling river. Of the broad 
earth there is no more desizable wa- 
tering place than the Linville Falls. 
‘The Catskills are tame to it. Strip the 
Falls of the Rhine of historic associ- 
ciations and they are insignificant

into Postoffice Frauds 

—The U. S. Treasury Replenished. 

Sept. 9.—The President 
is expected between the 15th and 20th. 
A special agent of the postoffice de- 
partment at Warrenton, Va., is investl- 
gating the charge that the Republicans 
have used official postage stamps for 
franking political documents. 

The Republicans carried Maine by 
about 11,000. Their majority last year 
was 16,537. 

The’ $15,500,000 arwarded to this 
government at Geneva was to-day 

yaid into the Treasury by Secretar 
ish in one bond, of which the fol- 
lowing isa'description :,‘“Actof March 
3, 1873. It is hereby certified that fif- 
teen million five hundred thousand 
dollars have been deposited with the 
Treasurer of the United States, pay- 
able in gold at his office to Drexel 
Morton & Co., Morton, Bliss & Co., 
Jay Cooke & Co., or their order. 
signed, John Allison, Register of the 
Treasury, Washington, September 
9, 1873; F. E. Spinnerer, Treasurzof 
the United States; approved, Wil- 
liam A. Richardson, Secretary of the 
Treasury.’’ The bond has the figures 
$15,500,000 in the upper right and left 
hand corners, and is numbered about 
the centre on each side with figure 
one; on the back of the bond is en- 
dorsed as follows: Pay the 
joint order of H. B. M. Minister 
or Charge d@’Affairs at Washington 
and acting Consul General at New 
York. Signed Drexel, Morton & 
Co., Morton Bliss & Co., Jay Cooke 
& Co., pay to the order of Hamilton
